Tlie Kentucky Irish American baa 
from its first number been a family newa- 
paper, and its editor has tried always to 
leave out of its columns even a suin- 
blance of tbe filth that is frequently 
fonnd iu the leaa circumspect daily 
jonrnala. Occasionally desperate dis- 
eases require heroic remcdica, and as a 
case in point attention is called to tbe 
atiLiiii.t of Mrs. Hattie Nnckola, wboon 
Tuewlay last sttempted throogh habeas 
corpus proceedings to secure the release 
of her sixteen-year-old daughter, Martha 
Nuckols, from the Convent ot the Sisters 
of the Good Sliei)herd. 

Over a year ago Martha Nuckols had 
been placed under the care of these good 
women, who are doing a noble work. 
Martba bad been fonnd in a disreputable 
locality and in company with ■ man of 
bad character. She, on acconnt of her 
apparent tender years, was arrested and 
brought into court. Judge Reuben 
Buckley, who is not a Catholic, was at 
that time Judge of the Police Court. He 
assessed a fine and workhouse sentence, 
in lieu of which the girl was turned over 
to the Children's Board of Guardians, 
who committed her to the care of the 
Siaten of the Good Shepherd. She has 
been in that inatitntioB more than a year, 
and as she herself testified, has bemi well 
cared for and weU treated. Her mother, 
it seems, at the earnest aoUdtation of 
others, undertook to secure her release. 
Every eviilence pointed to the fact that 
tbe mother only desired her daughter's 
release in order that the giil niinht e;iter 
upon a life of shame and that the mother 
might live through the profits of her 
' ijiii i>i<gMssii»»ssilili« 



The mother was repnssnted in court 

by W. T. Burch, the attorney for the 
Women's Liberty Uague, sn organiza- 
tion akin to the A. P. A, Mr. Burch 
recently, it will be remembered, got in 
bad with the I^ouisville Bar .\ssociation 
on account of questionable transactions 
in the practice of his profession. Alder- 
man James J. FiUgerald represented the 
Sisters. Tbe case was up before Judge 
Asbsr G. Carnth, of the Criminal Divi- 
sion of the Jefferson Circoit Court. 

The evidence ahowed that Mrs. 
Nuckols was the mother of six children, 
three boys and three girls; that she had 
caused the boys to be committed to the 
Louisville Industrial School of Reform; 
that she had cause<l her husband to be 
sent to the penitentiary, where he now is 
on the charge of committing an unmen- 
tionable offense; snd that her two elder 
giris were now living lives of shame. 
Mrs. NBck<>ls ettsmpted to prove that 
her dangbter was nineteen yeara of age 
and introdncsd in evidsnos a copy of the 
Bible, on one leaf of which was written 
the alleged date of the birth of her 
daughter Martha. She declined to state 
why the dates of the births of the other 
children were not put down. Mr. Fitz- 
gerald took the book and upon opening 
it discoverd that it was printed in 1899. 
This was a knockout blow. Mrs. Nuckols 
then stated that tbe writing bad been 
dose on Tuesday morning. She refused 
to asy whoae handwriting it was. Dur- 
ing the hearing of the caaa Mrs. Nnckola 
and ber attorney Burch were given the 
moral!?) support of Dr. D. T. Smith snd 
several women of the Liberty League. 
Judge Caruth promptly refused the writ 
and returned the girl to the care of the 
Sisters. In passing on tbe case Jndge 
Csmtb said: 

''In this case it was shown that the 
mother of Martba Nuckols bad brongbt 
iato tbe world six children, three boys 
snd thres girls. The b<^ on her peti- 
tion stating that ahe could not control 
them, were committed to the School of 
Reform and are now in that institution. 
Of the three girls two are prostitutes and 
inmateii of houses of ill-fame. The re- 
maining child, Martha Nuckols, when of 
tender years, was sent by the mother 
repeatedly to the places where ber other 
danghtcra were plying their occupation 
in the most disreputable quarters of the 
city to get money from her sisters for tbe 
support of the family— the mother thus 
living on tbe proatitntion of the daugh- 
ters. One midnight this child Martha 
was arrested in the 'red-light district,' in 
oompsny with a man unler such circum- 
stances as warranted her detention upon 
a charge of disorderly conduct. On the 
trial in the I'olice Court the extreme pen- 
alty of the law for this offense, viz., |20 
fine and a bond of $1,000 for twelve 
months, was fixed. But on the interven- 
tion of sons diariteble citizens, in lieu 
of this jadgneqt the Joonrt committed 
her to the custody of Utr Bosrd of Chil- 
dren's Guardians, as under tbe atatnte it 
bad a right to do. The Board of Chil- 
dren's Guardians placed her under the 
care of the Sisters of the Good Shepherd. 
She is now at SL Xavier's, on Bank 



strsst, snd wdl csred for. It is com- 
plained that, the mother being a Baptist 
and tbe institution in which her daughter 

is confined being conducted by a Sister- 
hood of the Roman Catholic church, she 
should be returned to the mother. The 
mother has shown herself totally in- 
capable of raising her children in moral 
courses. This is not a question of re 
Ugion, but of humanity. This is the 
only institution in the city devoted to 
the csic and reformation of fallen 
women, end which places atonnd yonag 
girls its piotectinR wslls snd jitereats 
then from eulstlng upon lives of sbsiiie. 
All food peeple of every creed should 
enconrsge this great and charitable work. 
I would be guilty of a crime if I took 
this young girl away from the control 
and inllucnce of these good Sisters and 
gave her to this unworthy mother. I 
will not do this. The response to this 
writ is held sufficient and the writ is dis- 
missed." 

Jndge Csmth Is to bscommeadsd for 
tbe sUnd he took in this esse. He Is 

not a Catholic, nor did he act through 
the influence of any Catholic or set of 
Catholics. He acted tbe part of a 
taomane man who desires to save a fellow 

creature from moral destruction.

Iriahmen the world over ars watching 
with itttsfsst every movement of tbe 
United Irish Leagne and the Nationalists 
in Parliament. The people of the Green 
Isle were never so united and hopeful as 
now, and not without reason therefor. 
The Dublin correspondent of the St. 
Louis Globe Democrat cables tliat tl;e 
Government's revocation of the coercion 
proclamation in thirteen districts, and 
the release of s number of coercion 
priaoners, among whom sre several mem- 
bers of Parliament, Is considersd proof 
that the Government intends sdopting a 
milder policy toward Ireland. Appar- 
ently the Government has found a policy 
of conciliation will be more effective 
than a policy of proscription. Agrarian 
crimes have almost ceasetl, and people 
are hopeful that the next session of 
Parliament will pass a popular and equit- 
able land bill. The new policy of the 
Government is attributed to the influ- 
ence of Sir Anthony McDonnell, recently 
appdntsd Under Secrstsry to Ireland. 
McDonnell msde s repntstion as edaiinis- 
trstor in Indis, and knows Ireland and 
Irish people. He has the courage of bis 
convictions. 

Recently in discussing Ireland with the 
hauKhty Lonl Aslibornc, Irish Lord 
Chancellor, he was asked his opinion of 
the causes of the dilBculties in Ireland. 
McDonnell replied : "Three-quarters of 
the Irish troubles are censsd by official- 
ism." Aabbonme, who ia tlie personifi- 
cation of Irish "offidslism," was almost 
speechless at McDonnell's heresy. His 
lordship gasped: "It is extraordinary you 
should say ihultoiiie." McDonnell re- 
plied: "Not at all; I have said it to men 
tAgger tbewvMh **- Asb b n uiae t e tiid ted 
this tbe climax of absurdity. "Who might 
he be?" Ashbonme inquired incredu- 
lously. "The King," retorted McDon- 
nell. It is well l^nown in London that 
McDonnell's appointment Ms ssked for 
by the King. 

The Government recently forbade the 
people of Caatlebar from using the town 
ball for political meetings. Tbe people 
retaliated by declining to vote funds for 
the maintenance of the ball, which is 
consequently unlighted, unheated and 
uncleaned. William O'Brien has gone 
to Caatlebar to induce tbe public to 
aoquiasos in the Government's dssirss.

HAOUECOUIT. 



Each of tbe signatory powers baa ap- 
pointed four members of this court 
The tribnnsl in any particular case, in 
the abaence of any special sgrecment to 
the contrary, consists of five arbitrators, 
chosen from among tbe members of the 
court, two being named by each party to 
the dispute, and the four so named 
choosing the fifth. If they fail to agree 
on the fifth member he is to be chosen 
by a power agreed upon, or if no such 
agreement can be reached by two powers 
agreed on. Just how the tribunal to con- 
sider the Vencsadsa esse will be ss- 
leclied will aot be kaowa natil the terms 
of the protocol are made public. The 
Hague treaty intentionally gives a very 
wide latitude so far as the constitution of 
the tribunal is concerned.

EIGOURAGE THIS WORTHY PROJECT 



Louisville is to have a Catholic Coli- 
seum unless all signs faiL The initial 
atcpa in this dirsction were tsken last 
Suadsy aight st s mestiag of the clergy 
sad toymea of a majority of the parishes 
in the city of Louisville. Tbe Right 
Rev. William George JtcCloskey, Bishop 
of Louisville, called the meeting to order 
and stated its object. In substance he 
said that he had calleil the meeting at 
the earnest request of the p.Tstors of the 
various parishes. The object was to de- 
vise ways and means for the erectioa of 
a large central building which wonld be 
equipped in a modern aiaaaer aad which 
would be fitted ont with a gymnasium, 
swimming pool or natatorium, a library 
and a large hall, which could he usc<l 
for lectures, church fairs and ,,11 Catholic 
entertainments. Smaller halls could be 
provided for meeting places of societies 
like the Catholic Knights of America, 
Knights of Columbus. Young Men's In- 
stitute, Ancient Order of Hibernians and 
similar organizations. Tbe Biahop aaid 
that in order to inaugurate the movement 
he waa willing to donate a jAtce of 
ground on the nbrth aide of Walnut 
street, between Fourth and Fifth. The 
dimensions of this property are 80x105 
feet. He called for an expression of 
opinion ot the project and plans as out- 
lined by hifu. In resixjiise Rev. Fathers 
Schuhmann, Yorke, Walsh, Connelly, 
Rock, l.,eo Greullch and others msde 
able addresses in favor of the proposed 
building. 

The selection of a name for the pro- 
posed movement created condderable 
discussion and wss finally referred to a 
committee composed of the Rev. Dr. 
George Schuhmann, Joseph P. McGinn, 
Henry Stottman, Joseph Nevin, Dan 
Hennessy, William T. Alcehan and 
Thomas J. McCann. This commitee 
will report at the ametiaf to be bdd 
next Sunday night. 

A temporary organisation waa formed, 
with Thomaa P. Walah as President and 
Harry Veeneman aa Secretary. Nearly 
all of the thirty-two parishes in the dty 
were represented by one or more laymen. 
It was finally decided to hold another 
meeting iu St. Francis' Hall in the base- 
ment of the Cathedral tomorrow night at 
8 o'clock, at which time the general ■ 
character of the building and the pro- 
posed location will be thoroughly dis- 
cussed. It behooves every Catholic lay- 
men who baa the interest of Catholic af- 
fairs at heart to attend thia meetiag aad 
to take aa acdve part in the diacusaion. 

A Coliseum of this character will fill a 
kamfsltwsat ia this community. The 
Young Men's Christian Associatiou has 
one and the Young Men's Hebrew Asso- 
ciation h^s one. Then why should the 
Catholics not have one? Our young men 
have joined athletic clubs iu both these 
iustitutions. Why? Because they believe 
in tbe axiom: "Sound mind in sound 
body. ' ' They join these iasdtntions for 
the sthledc training, not becanae they 
have lost the fsith. Nsvsrtheless wonld 
It aot be better to bsve our young men 
in a similar Catholic insHtntion? It can 
be done. It must be done eventually. 
Why not start it now? If a thing is 
worth doing at all, it is worth doing well, 
and the quicker it is done the greater 
will be the benefit to all concerned. 

Our beloved Bishop deserves tbe heart- 
felt thanks of all our people for taking 
the initiative in thia matter snd for his 
generosity ia doastiag s pieos of gronnd 
for tbe pnrposs. It is to be baM4. thst 
every Catholic man and boy in the com- 
munity will labor to bring the plan of 
Bishop McCloskey to a successful con- 
clusion.

The Circuit Court case published 
this week reveala that Louisville's

It is well that our people, and in- 
deed the general public, should 
know these thiflgs and who are 
those fanatical plotters against the 
rights of fellow-citizens, the peace 
and morals of all, as well as their 
real purpose and cowardly methods. 

These quasi-respectable, profes- 
sedly sanctified, patriotic, liberty- 
loving hypocrites and slanderers 
should have their masks pulled ofT 
and their identity given— and we 
do it, giving theif names. In doing 
so we are not prompted by animus,

WARNING NOTE SOUNDED. 

Prof Kliot has startled the pub- 
lic by declaring that "education 
may exterminate the human race! " 
That observation and statistics 
prove that among the collegiate 
educated people the percentage of 
marriages is small; that those who 
marry have few, and frequently no 
children; that in ten generations 
educated families will become en- 
tirely extinct, only the uneducated 
classes multiplying normally. All 
this is evidently true, hut is it due 
wholly to education, or the kind of 
education? It was -not always true, 
nor is it universally true. Educa- 
tion that tends to deterioration and 
extinction of the human race is 
surely baneful, or at least some- 
thing is wrong about it. It is not 
the kind of education that develops 
the good and noble traits, arouses 
the energy and ambition to the 
better and higher, improves and 
elevates mankind — as education 
b.as undoubtedly done in centuries 
past. Is the Professor, in telling 
this terrible truth, unconsciously 
or otherwise striking a blow or 
sounding a note of warning against 
the boasted non-sectarian educa- 
tion, already bearing such fruit? 



AS A RBPOM IDBAL. 

Among would-be reformns itt 

in this country there seems a dis- 
position to hold up England as a 
model. Whether this is due to 
English pretense or otherwise does 
not matter — results do not bear out 
the claims. 

The Magna Charta. Anglo-Saxon 
liberty and equal rights of man 
sound well, but as a fact, if not by 
statute, class rules throughout the 
British Empire as nowhere else 
save Russia and China. In legisla- 
tion the hereditary House of Lords 
dictates. In government the Min- 
istry exercise all but absolute 
power despite the Sovereign and 
Hpuse of Parliament. 

The tariff reformers laud Eng- 
land as perfection, yet the tariff:, of 
the British Colonies, requiring im- 
perial approval, are inconsistently 
discriminating with the one motive 
to restrict and retain their trade 



to English markets, to which they 

must sell and through which they 
must buy, to the exclusion of all 
other nhtions. 

The tax reformers, copying Eng- 
land, have by their partial success 
in this country demonstrated the 
fallacy of their ideal, to the detri- 
ment of bmdness. hardship of the 
people, barren rtaalts and litiga- 
tion. 

The financial reformer, who 
would give us the wealth of the 

world by the London plan, is for 
the time being at least silenced by 
the money stringency, deficits and 
depression of British conditions, in 
contrast with the prosperity and 
growing wealth of other nations. 

The trust reformer ii now point- 
ing to England and her anti-trust 
statutes for centuries past, impos- 
ing fines, imprisonment, confisca- 
tion and cutting off of ears. Yet 
as a fact the commerce and indus- 
tries of no country are so trust-rid- 
den as Great Britain. Her every 
industry, commerce, traffic, ship- 
ping, all are absolutely controlled, 
to the exclusion of individual and 
independent right, by combines of 
capital and hereditary daaa under 
special privileged grants and backed 
by Government subsidies. Cer- 
tainly not encouraging results 
which investigation and review 
bring to the surface. 

England is a disappointiug ideal 
and model, at least for the United 
States. Reformers searching for 
examples to prove the correctness 
of their theories s'lould dig beneath 
the top crust and pretense; real 
conditions and results are proof. 
And the American people are be- 
coming less attached to ideals, 
more thoughtful and practical, re- 
quiring evidence and demonstrated 
facts. The one weak point of 
most reformers is lack of proof of 
their assertions and prognostica' 
tions, and the Americau people are 
not giving them BO much attention 
as formerly. 



Since the anthracite operators' 
attorneys, having no other ground 
to stand upon before the commis- 
sion, based their case upon the 
right of non-unionists to work for 
what they please — which no one 
denies — there haa been much said 
in press and pulpit about liberty 
among labot«rs. The right of 
union men to not work for what 
they don't please— but that's differ- 
ent. These amateur or paid dis- 
cussers of labor have yet to learn 
that the basic principle and funda 
mental right contended for by 
trades unions is that the laborer 
has some say as to the terms and 
wages for which he will work — the 
very thing those opponents of 
trades unions and advocates of 
laborers' liberty dispute and resist. 
They prefer to appear inconsistent 
rather than say what they mean — 
that the employer has the exclu- 
sive right to name the terms and 
wages of labor, and the laborer has 
only the right to accept, for his 
right to refuse to work is not con- 
ceded, but be is condemned for 
thus causing a ahortage of product, 
interfering with trade and the 
needs of the public.

made broom. Now the broom 
manufacturers have organized and 
will join with the Broom-makers' 
Union in pushing the union label 
brooms made by hotfest labor. 
Convict labor in competition with 
free labor enriches the contractor, 
but is ruinous to free labor and all 
trade interests. Time and experi- 
ence proves it, as In the case of 
brooms. 



England has not disappointed 
expectations or violated her tra- 
ditions in the Veneauelan issues. 

After leading her allies in warlike 
action, blockade and stubborn re- 
fusal to modify demands and terms 
for arbitration, the allies are as- 
tounded by discovering that Eng- 
land has thrown them down. 
While apparently agreeing with 
Oermaoy and Italy in their de- 
mands and urging them to not 
relent, the English protocol, modi- 
fied according to American and 
Venezuelan contention, was sub- 
mitted to and accepted by Vene- 
zuela's representative. Germany 
and Italy must now crawl down 
with ill grace and their pro-English 
feeling shattered. But, then, 
England always treated her allies 
like tlMt, which accounts for her 
having no friends among the 
nations.

After years of agitation the 
South Carolina Legislature has 
passed a law prohibiting the em- 
ployment of children under ten 
years of age in mines and factories. 
It seems incredible iu this age and 
country that a law Is needed to 
keep infants from such hbor. But 
it is so. In most Southern States 
mere tots are worked at hard labor 
ten to fourteen hours a day. and 
all efforts to stop this child murder 
are resisted. But South Carolina's 
law, little as it is in the right 
direction, is the beginning of a 
better era. The place for children 
is home and school; their working 
at heavy labor for long hours is 
detrimental physically and morally, 
and the community that tolerates it 
violates human and divine law, and 
pays the penalty in disease, pau- 
perism and criminality.

Both candi- 
dates stood on the Nationalist platform. 
Outgoing Mayor Barry was accorded a 
unanimous vote of thanks. Mayor Don- 
nelly in acknowledging the compliment 
of electing him said the National interest 
would not suffer with him during his 
year of office, and upon bis motion a 
resolution in favor of home rule was 
passed unanimously. 

Maxwell Charles Close, of Drura- 
banagher Castle, near Newry, died Mon- 
day in his Seventy-sixth year. Deceased 
owned a large estate in the County 
Armagh. He was a Justice of the Peace 
of Armagh and served tbe office of High 
Sheriff in 1864. does waa a Conaervative 
in politics, and represented bis county in' 
Parliament from '67 to 'M and from 74 
to '86. He is succeeded in the estate by 
his ddest son, Major MaxweB ArdUbald 
Close, bom in 1863, who is msrried to a 
daughter of the Barl of Castlestewart. 

J. P. Fairell, member of Parliament 
for South Longford, was released from 
Sligo jail on the complet'on of a term of 
two mouths' imprisonment, snd a further 
month in lieu of finding bail, under the 
crimes act Farrell was convicted for 
publishing sn alleged intimidatory libel 
in his newspaper, the Longford Leader. 
On arrival at Longford he was heartily 
welcutne<l by a large crowd and several 
bands. Addresses were presented and a 
bonfire blazed in tbe Market square, 
where the houses in tbe town were illum- 
inated. 

The Marquia of Londonderry, address- 
ing the Irish Agricultural Association at 

Belfast, said agriculturalists in Ireland 
had a rij(ht to congratulate themsdves 



as regards prices in nearly si branches 
of tbelir indostry. Tbe Irislf fsrmer waa 

holding his own with Bnglisl^aud Scotch 
competitors, and by enetgyH ability and 
zeal be bad been making more out of his 
land than for some years past. He ap- 
pealed to farmers to grow flkax of such a 
character as would compete satisfactorily 
with that introduced- from Russia and 
Belgium. 

There bas Just passsd jtway in Macroom 
an inteiesling addition to the list of Irish 
centensrisns in the person el Mrs. Bllen 
Shea. The deceaaed, who was a native of 

Carriganimma, reached the record age of 
110 years, and up to a short time before 
her death she was in full possession of 
her faculties. The old woman used to 
relate with great vivacity several cpi.sodes 
in the '81» rebellion and tbe doings of the 
Wbiteboys in the district. She used to 
recall with great feeling the harrowing 
scenes that happened around her in tbe 
great famine of ^47 and '4H. 

Tbe worst thunderstorm that memory 
can remember burst over tbe town of 
Skibbereen recently. Hall came down 
quite suddenly like a shower of pebbles, 
and Immediately followed a flash of light- 
ning seldom equaled, and almost rimut- 
taneously thunder that shook the houses. 
On came another in rapid succession, 
driving terror into those who were yet 
awake and those aroused from their slum- 
bera. It transpires that the hotiae of a 
farmer named Walsh at Lissard was 
struck violently by the electric fluid and 
the chimney knocked down and roof 
swept away. Mrs. Walsh's body is all 
black and she i.s in a very serious state. 

At the usual January meeting of the 
Standing Committee of the Roman Catho- 
lic Bishopa and Archbiabopa of Ireland, 
hdd in Dublin two weeks ago', a resolu- 
tion was adopted afimlag that tbe hold-

It 
originated at Todd'a drapery stores in 
the center of tbe dty, and owing to the 
expoeed podtion and tbe preaence of a 
strong wUid the eonfUgratlon rapidly 
spread to the arcade and six adjoining 
warehouses and shops, all of which were 
destroyed. The local fire brigade found 
it impossible to save the block of build- 
ings, and confined their efforts to safe- 
guardin>; the adjoining liouses. In a 
space of five hours the huge pile had 
been destroyed, though the ruins burned 
till Monday night. Fortunately no lives 
were lost, though there were some very 
narrow escapes.

Maud Gonne, the "Irish Joan of Arc," 
and John McBride, the organizer and 
leader of the Irish brigade in the Boer 
war, are soon to be married in Paris. 
The match is an idesl one, when charac- 
tera and the history of Major McBride 
aad Miaa Goaae are eoaaidered. Mar- 
rlagea of this kind do not take place 
more than once in a century, and hence 
the engagement of the two Irish enthu.si- 
asts — the one a brave soldier, the other a 
beautiful heiress — is an announcemeut of 
unusual interest. Before the marriage 
can take place, however, certain formal- 
ities must be complied with. The gallant 
Major is a Catholic and his fisncee is a 
Protestant. Misa Oonne therefore is to 
join the former ehorch before becoming 
the wife of the Boer leader. It ia under- 
stood that for aome time peat she has been 
nader a course of preparation and in- 
struction at the Carmelite convent at 
Lsval, and that next week she will be 
formally received into the church at that 
institution. 

Miss Gonne has many warm admirers 
and friends in London, especially among 
the home rule section of the Liberal 
party, who like her as much as the ultra- 
Unionists bate hsr. Her great beanty, 
bcr youth and th« glaaior of her wealth, 
together with her paarionate devotion to 
the cause of Irish liberty, has made her 
oae of the most notable figures of the 
last quarter of the nineteenth century 
and the beginning of the twentieth. Miss 
Gonne inherited the wealth of her father, 
who was a rich Colonel of a regiment of 
the British army. 81m was born in Dub 
lin Castle, aad kalmv ber ooaveraloa to 
the cause of Irelnad dw waa the pet of 
the Viceregal set ia Dahlia aodety. One 
day she saw an evktion aad the tight so 
vividly impressed her that thenceforth 
she swore to live oniy for the uplifting of 
the Irish people and the righting of their 
wrongs. 

Miss Gonne, of course, wsa ostracised 
by her anti-Irish acquaintances, but for 
aome ye^ she has been the ideal of the 
people of her adoption. She has made 

campaigns in half of the oonntries of 
Europe, especially France aad Belgium 
Major McBride lives in Paria. He was 
one of the conspicuous figures of the 
Boer war. He organized the redoubtable 
Irish brigade and fought with Joubert 
before Ladysmith. It was Major Mc- 
Bride who at the first step of invasion by 
the Boers over the border of Natal roused 
the unbound-id enthusiasm of the 
burgher forces by carrying an Irish tiag 
into British territory and waving it 
prondly abort his head.
